authority of the United States. They say it 
is quite evident from all the facts, and, in- 
deed, frum the whole testimony submitted 
by the President, that in BO instance was 
any regard" paid to sny other consideration 
than obtaining immediate admission to Coc- 
gress under the barren form of an election, 
in which no precautions were taken to se- 
cure regularity of proceedings or the as- 
sent of the people. No Constitution has been 
legally adopted, except, perhaps, in the 
State of Tennesssce, 8"d such ileefcions 
were held without authority of law. 
The 


committee are accordingly forced to the 
conclusion that the Steles referred to have 
not placed themselves in a condition to claim 
representation in Congress, unless all tbe 
rules which have place in the foundation 
of the Government, and deemed essential in 
such eases, shall be disregarded.

aw to such rights, privileges and conditions 
as might be vouchsafed by the conqueror. 
This position is also established by judicial 
decision', and is recognized by the President 
in public proclamations, documents and 
speeches. 
. Third-Having voluntarily deprived them- 
selves of representation in Congress, for 
:heir innate purpose of destroying the Fed- 
eral Union, icd having reduced thetnselres, 
i>y the act of levying war, to the condition 
ofpublic enemies, they have no right to 
complain of temporary exclusion ffom Con- 
gress, but on the contrary,Tiave voluntarily 
renounced their right to representation and, 
disqualified themselves by crime from par- 
ticipating in the Government, the burden 
now rests upon them, before claiming to be 
reinstated in their power, conditions to 
show that they are qualified to resume Fe- 
deral relations. 
In order to do thir, they 


must|prove that they have established, with 
the consent of the people, republican forms 
of government/, in harmony with tbe Con- 
stitution and laws of thc United States/that 
old hostile purposes have ceased, and should 
give adequate guarantees against future 
treason and rebellion which will prove sat- 
isfactory to the Government against which 
they rebelled, and by whose arms they wore 
subdued.

withdrawal from Congress, and by flagrant 
rebellion and war, ioifeited all citil and 
political rights and privilegas under the 
Federal Constitution, they csn only be re- 
stored thereto by the permission anJ ^au- 
thority oi that constitutional power agftlwt 
which they rebelled and by which they 
wero subdued.

It was not to be expected that 
all abotild think alike. Sensible of the 
imperfections of the scheme, your commit-' 
tee submit to Congress as the best they

to the Constitution of the United States. 
Resolved by the Senate and HOUK of 


Representatives of the United States of 
America, in 
Cong rest assembled (two- 


thirds of loth Houses concurring, That the 
following articles be proposed to the Legis- 
latures of the several States as an amend- 
ment to the Constitution of the United 
States, which, when ratified by three fourths 
of said Legislatures, shall be valid as part 
of the Constitution, viz; 


ARTICLE —. 


Section 1. All persons born or naturali- 


zed in the United States, and subject to 
the jurisdiction thereof, are citizens of tbe 
United States, and of the State wherein 
they reside. No State shall make or enforce 
any law which shall abridge the privileges 
or immunities of citizens of the United 
States, nor sh?') any State deprive any 
person ot life, liberty or property without 
due process of law ; nor dfcuy to any person 
within its jurisdiction the equal protection 
of the laws. 


Section 2. Representatives shall be ap- 


portioned among tbe several Stages accor- 
ding to their respective numbers, counting 
tbe whole number of persons in each State, 
excluding Indians not taxed ; but whenever 
the right to vote at any election lor electors 
of President and Vice President, or for 
United States Representatives in Congress,
